REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


DISTRICT NO. 1.—(“ OLD VILLAGE.”) 


Summer Term. Bell P. Tyler, teacher. Had this school been characterized by 
more life and energy—the scholars been more punctual and regular in their atten- 
dauce—tue parents more interested in the welfare of the school, the results would 
have been more satisfactory to all concerned.. It seems to us that the parents in this 
district ought not to find much fault with their schools till they manifest more 
interest in them. ‘The condition of the school was as good as we could reason- 
ably expect under the circumstances. : 

Winter Term. George W. Currier, teacher. Mr. Currier is a teacher of large 
experience, and superior qualifications. Although the oldest teacher in town, 
he is fully up with the times. He requires his scholars to be thorough and ac- 
curate, and succeeds well in instructing them in their studies. It is seldom that 
* reading is so well taught, and with such manifest good results, as in this school. 
Indeed, first principles were well understood, and good proficiency made gener- 
ally. ‘The scholars are too much addicted to loud study and whispering. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. (“EMERSON DISTRICT”). 


Summer term. Laura K. Dean, teacher. This school at its commencement 
was disorderly, and very difficult to govern. But.ere its close, Miss D. “brought 
order out of chaos” ; clearly demonstrating that she was ‘mistress of the situa- 
tion’”’ ; that she had both aptness and capacity, as a teacher. Cheering indica- 
tions were apparent, at the final examination, that this school had made good 
improvement. 

Winter term. Sullivan C. Kimball, teacher. Mr. K’s method of teaching is 
both unique and valuable ; well worthy of imitation. The beneficent effects of 
his scholarly labors were in this school, on all sides, strikingly perceptible. All 
of his suggestions to his pupils were apt and practical ; hence they redounded to 
their rapid advancement. Abundant proof we have, that Mr. K. taught a model 
school. 

DISTRICT NO. 3. (“HATFIELD”). 


Summer term. H. Ella Rowell, teacher. The labor of this teacher was of 
profit to the school. She was patient, affectionate and firm—illustrated clearly 
and fully—therefore taught an orderly and successful school. 

Winter term. Cyrus A. Stone, teacher. For reasons well known to the peo- 
ple of this district, this school was ina great measure a failure. Prior to this 
term nearly all of the teachers selected to teach it imparted moral as well as in- 
tellectual instruction—were neither deaf nor dormant—had capacity enough to 
establish all ‘needful rules’, and a will strictly to enforce them. Under the 
charge of such teachers, this school had a high reputation for goodness and 
scholarship. Why Mr. S. did not enhance it, is no mystery to the initiated. 
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DISTRICT NO. 4—“SUGAR HILL.” 


Summer Term. Ellen H. Sargent, teacher. Miss Sargent labored under the 
disadvantage of teaching in her own Qistrict, but proved herself equal to the 
emergency. The scholars were well taught, and made commendable improve- 
ment in the several classes. It would perhaps have been better if they had been 
subjected to a little sterner discipline... The final examination however, showed 
that the school had been a profitable one. 

Winter Term. Hattie C. LeBosquet, teacher. The teacher seemed to con- 
trol her scholars easily, and the school was a very pleasant one. Mild and gen- 
tle in disposition, Miss Le Bosquet exercised amoral power over her pupils, zwan- 
ning them to duty, rather than forcing them. Good progress had been made in 
the studies pursued. Many Of our older teachers might well be proud of the 
honors won by this teacher in her first school. . 


DISTRICT NO. 5—(“SPOFFORD DISTRICT.”) 


Summer and Winter Terms,—Emily F. Hoyt, teacher. This is a very small 
school, and the scholars not far advanced, yet we found bright, active children, 
and a faithful, laborious teacher. The efforts of this teacher were crowned 
with merited success. Rapid improvement was made. ‘This district cannot do 
better than to again secure the services of Miss Hoyt. 


DISTRICT NO. 6.—(“JEWETT ROAD.”) 


Summer Term. Rachel A. Hook, teacher. At our first visit to this school we- 
anticipated a pleasant and profitable term. The final examination showed that . 
the teacher had been untiring in her efforts for the advancement of the school— - 
that the scholars had been well taught, and that very fair improvement had been 
made. The scholars, however, seemed restive under restraint, and from some 
cause the teacher had failed to enforce proper discipline. 

Winter Term. George H. Tilton, teacher. Mr. Tilton is so much interested _ 
in his work that his scholars can hardly fail to appreciate his efforts in their be- 
half. Wide awake, prompt and energetic, he imparts life and energy to his 
school. He makes the most of everything by which to interest, and advance his. 
pupils, thereby imparting a large amount of instruction. This was in every re-, 
spect a good school. 


DISTRICT NO-/7,5(“MAIN ROAD.”) 
. CAM 


Sammer Term. bbie C. Morse, teacher. We think it unfortunate for some 
of the children in this district that their parents kept them from school, as the - 
teacher was well qualified to instruct them. This was Miss Morse’s first school, 
and taught in her own district; yet we are not aware that any fault has been 
found either by those who attended school, or their parents. A little more life 
and activity would have improved the appearance of the school. 

Winter Term. George H. Tilton, teacher. This school was well governed 
and well taught. Mr. Tilton already ranks among our best teachers. He excels 
especially in teaching Arithmetic, his scholars being required to give a reason 
for every operation. With such a teacher, the school could hardly fail to make 
good improvement. ‘lhe scholars acquitted themselves honorably. 


DISTRICT NO. 8—(“BEECH HILL.”) 


Summer Term. S. Frances Tucker, teacher. The teacher, by her mild and 
loving disposition, gained the affection of her pupils, and thus secured good or- 
der without extra effort. The last visit to this school was made unexpectedly 
to the teacher, so that we found the school inits every daydress, Fair improve- 
ment had evidently been made. . 


Winter Term. George EK. Crowell,:teacher. Mr. C. had the respect and con-. 
fidence of both parents and scholars at the commencement of the school, and the 
fact that he retained the same till the close would seem to be conclusive evidence - 
that he did well. The older scholars would have been more benefitted if the 
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school-room had contained a suitable blackboard and. they had been required to 
use it. This school ranks high for scholarship, and the teacher should be com- 
mended for his efforts in behalf of his pupils. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. (“DOW DISTRICT”). 


Summer term. Maria S. Morrill, teacher. Miss M. though young, has ex- 
cellent qualifications as a teacher. It is a rare thing to find an inexperienced 
teacher who discharges her duties as pleasantly and advantageously as she did. 
It was not her fault, that she failed to have the co-operation of a few parents in 
her laudable endeavors to give her pupils thorough and practical instruction. 

Winter term. Walter S. Eastman, teacher. We found under the charge of 
Mr. E. studious and obedient scholars at the beginning of this school. All the 
attention and practical suggestions which their wants demanded, Mr. KE. was ap- 
parently anxious to give them. ‘Though we were unable to visit his school near 
its close, we are satisfied, judging the teacher by what we heard and saw at our 
first visit, that he did all he possibly could to fit his scholars for the active du- 
ties of life. . 


DISTRICT NO. 10. (“CONTOOCOOK SOUTH SIDE”). 


Summer term. Sara A. Johnson, teacher. This school was under the charge 
of an accomplished, hard-working and efficient teacher. Possessing in an emi- 
nent degree decision, sagacity and energy, it was strikingly evident that Miss J. 
in this large school ‘‘was in the right place.” Miss J. pre-eminently belongs to 
that class of teachers that are amply qualified to govern a school, and are willing 
to devote their whole time to the instructing of their pupils ; hence great success 
as a teacher has hitherto crowned her efforts. At the*final examination nearly 
all of the classes evinced great thoroughness. The singing we think was both 
Joud and good. : 

Winter term. Thomas B. Richardson, teacher. The Prudential Committee 
of this district evinced good judgment in securing Mr. R’s services as teacher.— 
Mr. R. is a model teacher—one that teaches effectively and thoroughly, not me-. 
chanically and superficially. He has a faculty of awakening thought and inquiry 
im the minds of his pupils which few teachers only possess. To this fact his emi- 
nent success in this school. may in a good degree be attributed. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. (“CLEMENT’S HILL”). 


Summer term. Eliza A. Richardson teacher., @is a pxompt and faithful 
teacher, Mrs. R. has but few superiors. Possessing “gentleness of manners with 
firmness of mind’, she won at once the love and esteem of her scholars—created 
in them a love of study—and made this school before its close all that could be de- 
sired. - 

Winter term. H. Ella Rowell, teacher. This school, owing to the absence of 
the S. S. Committee from town, was not visited at its close. But it is due Miss 
R. here to say that all the citizens of the district with whom the Committee con- 
versed concerning it, highly approbated it. 


i DISTRICT NO. 12. (“STUMPFIELD”). 


Fall term..- Lucy E. Perry, teacher. In the studies pursued in this school 
satisfactory progress was made. We think that, considering the ages of the 
scholars and their irregular attendance, the final examination showed that Miss 
P. had performed her whole duty. 


DISTRICT NO. 13.—(“PUTNEY’S HILL.”) 


Summer Term. - Nancie T. Daniels, teacher. The final examination of this 
school was highly satisfactory. Good order had been secured, and good pro- 
gress in study had been made. ‘The teacher had evidently been faithful and de- 
voted in her work, and, the scholars appreciating her labors had made the most 
of tueir time. 

Winter.Term. Charles Gould, teacher. With good teachers this school wilh 
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soon rank high for scholarship. We think it would be difficult to find in any 
school in town a better class of scholars of their age, than may be found here. 
Mr. Gould loves the work of teaching, and enters upon his vocation with inter- 
est. Good proficiency was shown at our last visit. 


DISTRICT NO. 14.—(“GAGE HILL”) 


Summer Term. Mary A. Cavernoe, teacher. Miss C.°entered this school 
with no experience as a teacher. She proved herself capable of conducting it 
successfully and profitably to the few scholars who attended. Only three were 
present at our last visit. 

Winter Term. Hattie M. Tucker, teacher. The few scholars who attended 
this school were greatly benefitted, giving evidence that both teacher and schol- 
ars had done their best. It is seldom that so good proficiency is made in Gram- 
mar as in the class of one in this school. We hope that in future, Miss T. may 
have a more extensive field of labor. i 


DISTRICT NO. 16. (“ROWELL’S BRIDGE”). 


Summer term. Addie R. Dodge, teacher. Miss D. having love for her vo- 
cation performed her arduous work promptly and successfully to the highest satis- 
faction we doubt not of those interested. ‘he order of this school was perfect, 
and the closing exercises indicated unusual thoroughness. 

Winter term. H. Manie Straw, teacher. ‘The usefulness of this teacher in 
this school cannot be over estimated. The prominent characteristics of the school 
were an ardent desire to learn and hatred of disobedience, therefore the progress 
exhibited is notoften equaled. As the parents in this district compel their chil- 
dren to obey at home, this teacher had studious and well-behaved pupils. The 
presence of Mr. Moses S. Smith, Prudential Committee of this district, at the 
closing examination is worthy of especial notice. 


DISTRICT NO. 17.—(NORTH OF “OLD VILLAGE.”) 


Summer and Winter Terms. Helen M. Webber, teacher. Miss Webber did 
not exhibit so much tact in governing her school, as could reasonably be expect- 
ed in,a teacher of her experience. At our first visit we feared that the school 
would prove a failure. Many of the scholars were lawless and idle, showing no 
disposition to improve. At the close of the Winter term, however, we found a 
better state of things. Better order had been secured, and some progress had 
been made by those who had been regular in their attendance. 

It ought not to be expected that those scholars who habitually absent them- 
selves from school, will reflect any particular credit on themselves or others. 


DISTRICT NO. 18—(“BUSWELL’S CORNER.”) 


Summer and Winter Terms. Augusta G. Chase, teacher. This district was 
very fortunate in again securing the services of one who had ‘proved herself an 
acceptable teacher. Mrs. Chase fully sustained her former good ‘reputation. 
She evidently had the entire respect and confidence of her pupils. Rapid im- 
provement was made. 


- DISTRICT NO 19. (“BLACKWATER”). 


Summer term. Lizzie A. Cressy, teacher. This school, owing to an aeci- 
dent which befel the teacher about the seventh week of the term, closed suddenly 
and unexpectedly. Not having been notified of its close, the progress made, if 
any, is unknown to us. ! 

Winter term: George W. Pierce, teacher. We are convinced that the selec- 
tion of Mr. Pierce as teacher of this school was a judicious one. Much was done 
by him favorable to the best interests of his pupils. Reading, writing and spel- 
ling especially received from him appropriate attention. At the closing exam- 
ination it was a source of much gratification to the Committee to find that the 
school had been attractive and profitable. 
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DISTRICT NO. 20. (“CONTOOCOOK, NORTH SIDE.”) 


Summer term. Celia H. Heard, teacher. This district was exceedingly 
fortunate in obtaining Miss Heard’s services. Having had much experience, she 
readily obtains not only good order, but the good will of her school. All the 
classes examined were of superior excellence. In fine, this school had much to 
commend it to the approbation not only of the Committee, but the people of the 
district. 


Winter term. Orestes I. Beane, teacher. This teacher evidently knew his 
duty and performed it well, notwithstanding the opposition he encountered with- 
out cause outside of the school-room. The pernicious habit on the part of many 
parents in this district of opposing nearly all teachers, whether good or bad, who 
have, perhaps, unfortunately for themselves, taught this school,has been too preva- 
lent. Parents, your school must be properly governed whether you approve or 
denounce. Mr. B. is a first class teacher, and his pupils, duly appreciating his 
earnest labors in their behalf, made marked progress. 


DISTRICT NO. 21. (‘DAVISVILLE ROAD”). 


Summer term. Martha J. Dunbar, teacher. Miss D. seemed to be well fit- 
ted both to govern and teach this school. To infuse into the minds of her ‘schol- 
ars correct and useful ideas was her constant aim. Certainly she labored hard to 
win for this school a good reputation for order and scholarship. We would re- 
spectfully suggest that the best interests of this school demand that. a part of the 
parents residing in this district, should give an “unconditional support,” espe- 
cially to good teachers. 


Winter term. Nellie M. Brown, teacher. The S. S. Committee being naces- 
sarily absent from town when this school closed,it was visited once only. ‘Though 
we cannot speak from personal observation as to the advancement made, yet 
those interested aver that they were favored with a competent teacher and a good 
school. 


DISTRICT NO.'24.—(* FARRINGTON’S CORNER.”) 


Summer and Winter Terms. Mary A. Underwood, teacher. This school, 
during both terms, was conducted with marked ability and success. The teach-: 
er is eminently well qualified both to govern and instruct; and the scholars, 
without exception, seemed inclined to do the best they could. The class in 
Mental Arithmetic we think the best in town. We can only speak in terms of 
the highest commendation of teacher and scholars. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


We shall offer but few suggestions, and those will be brief. 

We think the interests of our schools demand a uniform series of text books 
throughout the town. Changes have been effected in respect to Arithmetic and 
Geography, but in reference to Grammar there is great lack of system. We be- 
lieve Brown’s is more generally used than any other, and would recommend its 
adoption by all the schvols in town. 

There should also bea map of the State inevery school-room. It is often the 
case that scholars know more of some foreign country, than of the town or State 
in which they live. This ought not so to be. 

Writing is too much neglected in the most of our schools. Many of the schol- 
ars never receive any instruction in this art, except what they getin the common 
school. Therefore teachers ought to feel thatthey are greatly‘responsible in this 
matter, and do more for the advancement of their pupils in this respect. 

We suppose is is useless to say anything in respect to certain school houses in 
town, which are wholly unfit for the purposes for which they are used. 

It is our humble opinion, however, that some of the districts could hardly 
make a more profitable investment of “ greenbacks,” than in erecting suitable 
school-houses. 
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In presenting the Report of the schools for the past year, we have endeavor- 
ed to act impartially, being neither prejudiced in favor or against any teacher. 
That we may have committed errors is very likely. We have tried to be faith- 
fal in the discharge of our duties without regard to fear or favor.
